GUATEMALA, CITY. — A massive 
earthquake rolled through four coun- 
tries in Central America early yes- 
terday. Guatemala City was severely 
damaged. Unofficial and unconfirm- 
ed reports said at leagt 600 people

A seismological station in Mexico 
City, where the earthquake was 
felt but caused no damage, said the 
epicentre was located near Guate- 
mela City and measured 7.5 there 
on the Richter scale.

Observatory director Jose Vasaux 
sald the first tremor lasted 85 
seconds, the last time he had re- 
gistered a quake of that magnitude 
being in 1942. 


Harthquake stations from Hurape 
to Honolulu registered the earth- 
guake, that was felt from central 
Mexico southward into Guatemala, 
Honduras and El Saivador. 

Guatemala City was destroyed in 

December, 1917, by a large earth- 
quake. The last major earthquake 
in Central America occurred on De- 
cember 28, 1972, when 10,000 people 
were killed in Managua, Nicaragua, 
about 500 kms. south of Guatemala 
City. 
The earthquake interrupted the 
power supply in the city and dis- 
rupted communications with the 
outside world, Four hours after it 
hit, the Guatemala capital was still 
without electricity. 

The Richter scale is a measure 
of ground motion generally accepted 
as the most accurate method of 
measuring earthquake magnitude on 
selsmographs: In populated areas 
ἃ measurement of 3.5 on the Rich- 
ter-scale — which this earthquake 
caused in Mexico City — can cause 
slight local damage.

. There is a way to enjoy the 
colinary delights without to 
your shape. Ail that in needed is a lit- 
tle re-education. The basic tools — ἃ 
calorie chart and a knack for 
numbers. - : 

Did you know, for example, that & 
slice of bread contains only 60 
calories, while a potato has 907 On 
the. other hand, an apple — con- 
sidered by many to be a staple diet 
food — is about 70 calories, a little 
more than a slice of bread. Leben 
contains 90 calories, the exact 
amount of a potato. 

Tam not advocating a reguler diet 
of starches and sweets rather than 
foods rich in proteins and vitamins 
— far from it. 1 believe strongly that 
one must give the body an adequate 
supply of the fuel it needs. But mak- 
ing the decision to diet need not 
mean the removal from one’s life for

months of all the foods we so crave. 
Furthermore, anyone who has ac- 
cumulated excess weight has done so 
precisely because he or she haa been 
unable to stop eating high-calorie 
foods. To expect that misguided per- 
son to do so, perhaps forever, is un- 
realistic in the extreme. 


WHAT I AM suggesting is anew kind 
of “balanced" eating that begins 
with an awareness of the exact 
caloric content of each food, and 
results ἃ sensible compromise 
between foods consumed for 
gratification, and those necessary to 
our bodies. This involves work — 
learning the calorie tables by heart, 
writing dewn, and weighing 
the ingredients of the dishes we 


prepare. The rewards — not only will 
you be losing weight, but you will 
also be “allowed" many foods which 
you thought were forbidden. 

What's the most fattening thing 
you can think of? — a piece of 
cheesecake? Three hundred 
calories. Even if you have oc- 
easionally broken your diet, simply 
incorporate the forbidden food into 
your daily total and eat low calorie 
foods for the rest of the day. 

How can you assess the number of 
calories you mey consume daily in 
order to reduce at a reasonable 
pace? Conservatives estimate the 
amount at 33 calories daily for every 
kilo of your desired weight. (Be 
reasonable about your desired 
weight). Thus, a woman 5'2"' tall, 
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between the ages 18-35 who wants to 
welgh 50 kilo (110 1bs.), should con- 
sume 1850 (50 kilo x 33 calories) 
calories per day to eventually reach 
her ideal weight. In my own ex- 
perience, this figure is too high. If 
you find, however, that you are not 
losing steadily after two weeks, 
reduce your daily intake by 100-200 
calories. On no account should you 
reduce your intake drastically 
without consulting your doctor. 


YOU MAY APFORTION your 
ealorie allowance differently every 
day, to allow for variations in 
schedule and in hunger patterns. 
Some basic rules, however, must be 
adhered to. Eat ἃ large portion of 
fresh vegetables daily; at jeast one 
citrus fruit or tomato daily; a 
generous portion of meat, fish, eggs 
and/or cheese must be an important 
part of your diet every day. 

In the next diet column, we will 
tackle the problem of cooking a main 
Meal which is inexpensive, tasty, 
and low in calories. 


CUSTOMERS OF NORTH Viet- 
nam's newly-started tourist industry 
come in two varieties: the sightseers

Nearly everyone rides bicycles in 
Hanoi. The streets in the capitel, and 
in its port of Haiphong, are full of 
cycles, cycle taxis, people pushing

There are also a few 
mopeds. But many people, in- 
eluding older men and women, go on 
foot, often Jogging along with heavy 
loads on their shoulders.

industry to become more self- 
sufficient. Lacking machines and 
chemical fertilizer, the farmers 
must make the most of what is 
available to increase agricultural 
production. One way is crop rotation, 
for example to alternate two crops of 
rice and one of potatoes, the potatoes 
going to feed pigs whose manure 
provides natural fertiliser for the 
rice. 

Political education is considered 
particularly im in the coun- 
tryside since peasants tend to be 
conservative.

Despite the heavy Russian in- 
fluence, the Vietnamese want to stay 
neutral in the ideological conflict 
between Russia and China.

HAIFA. — Some 170 families, re- 
sidents of Rehov Einstein on Mt. 
Carmel, appeared ‘before the dis- 


trict town ἢ] commission 
on Tuesday to object to a proposed 
IL650m. residential development 


Project to be constructed close to 
their homes. 

The project has already been 
approved by the local town plan- 
ning commission. It has granted 
the promoters the right to build 
more than double the 42 per cent 
floor space which an outline plan 
Jays down for the quiet residential 
area, south of the Abuza centre. 

At a press conference, residents’ 
action committee members Baruch 
Aspis and Zivia Dolev explained 
that the City Hall had told poten- 
tial buyers of homes in Rehov Ein- 
stein that houses in the street be- 
low, Rehov Hantke, would be no 
higher than three floors on pillars 
so the fine view would not be 
‘blocked. 
buyers that the residential, low- 
density character of the area would 
be preserved under the new out- 
Ume plan (completed im 1967, but 
not yet formally approved). 

But in 1972, a group of three 
Jand developers (Tiran Co., Shar- 
‘bi Co, and a foreign investor) 
bought up a large number of butid- 
ing plots in Rehov Hantke, to- 
gether forming a 39-dunam tract. 
‘They submitted a project to -build 
three long blocks of four storeys 
each, separated by four 12-storey 
towers, making 8. total of 325 
homes. The plan would block the 
view of the sea and ‘the Zebulun 
Plain to most Rehov Einstein resi- 
dents, raise population density and 
affect the quality of life in the 
entire area. 2 

“The high-rise ‘buildings would 
mean the expropriation of the view 
we now enjoy in favour of the pro- 
moters: and the buyers of their 
homes, and this with the support 
of City Hall. Furthermore, cars for 
825 families would shatter ‘the 
quiet and pollute the air,” two 
residents charged. - 

‘The residents’ committee com- 
missioned Dr. Danny Shefer, town- 
planner, senior lecturer at ‘the 
Technion and head of its urban 
and regional studies centre, to pre- 


Trafic would be snarled up, espe- 
cially at nearby Horev Square 
janction, already overloaded and 
dangerous. Parking space was in- 
sufficient, he added, and the noise 
would become unreasonably heavy. 
Moreover, space for a 
was on the wrong side of the road, 
requiring children to cross a busy 
thoroughfare. Dr. Shefer recom- 
mended that the district commis- 
sion ask the city to prepare a 
study on the project's possible im- 
pact on the environment and the 
quality of Hfe in the area. He 
scoffed at the city commission’s 
claim that the project was distin- 
guished by its “special architec- 
tural rhythm and character.” 

The residents’ committee attor- 
ney, Bliezer Fichman, said that if 
the building authorities would not 
veto the project, he would appeal 
to the High Court and, as a last 
resort, claim damages from the 
city for each of some 200 home 
owners for the loss of value of 
their homes.

As @ result of extensive geological 
research it has only recently been 
suggested that due to Israel's pe- 
cular geological strata oil could per- 
haps only be reached at depths in 
excess of 5,000 metres, Prior to this, 
drilling was generally abandoned at 
depths of 2,500-3,000 metres. Lapidot 
recently purchased specialized equip- 
ment from the U-S. which is capable 
of drilling 6,500 metres, and a crew 
of American specialists have been 
employed to run the new equipment. 
Present drilling sites are located in 
the Negev, Northern Sinai and the 
Galilee. 

The connection between oil and 
bitumen deposits has long been re- 
cognized. As the latter are partt- 
cularly common in the Dead Sea 
area, extensive research is being con- 
ducted there. 

As part of the overall exploration 
plan, p! 5 have also been 
made to undertake offshore explora-

tion. The specialized platforms used 
for this purpose are presently on the 
way here. Test sites will eventually 
eover offshore locations from Rosh 
Hanikra to Ashkelon, and some 25 
leases have already been issued to 
both local and foreign concerns. 
These exploration leases are granted 
for an initial period of three years, 
with an extension option for an ad- 
ditional four years, 

A key exploration point is at Atur, 
between Sharm e-Sheikh and Abu- 
Rodeis, The drilling site is in an area 
once held by the Egyptians, and ini- 
tial geological reports appeared fav- 
ourable. 


AS EXPLORATION proceeds, a 
great amount of research is being 
expended on alternative sources of 
energy.

‘Car insurance during bus 
strike didn’t cost very much’

The blanket insurance covering 
private drivers who carried passen- 
gers during the Egged bus strike 
will probably cost the Government 
very little. It was arranged that all 
claims arising during the emergency 
would be paid out of the Karnit 
fund, which would be reimbursed 
directly by the Treasury, Insurance 
Commissioner Ya'acov Picker said 
on Tuesday. ὃ 

Dr. Picker was unable to say 
whether any claims had been made 
under the blanket coverage. He 
pointed out that it sometimes takes 
months till such claims are prepared 
and presented. But, he added, "I 
don't believe serious damage arose 
during the strike; at most it may 
amount to a few million pounds.” 

During the Yom Kippur War the || 
Transport Ministry for a few days [ἢ 
extended blanket insurance for 
private drivers under a similar ar- 
rangement, No claims were filed 
then, Dr. Picker recalled. 

The Transport Ministry had bud- || 
geted funds to buy insurance for the |! 
duration of the strike. (The eight- 
@ay strike ended last Thursday.) At ἢ 
Dr. Picker’s suggestion, however, 
the matter was settled simply 
through an exchange of letters be- 
tween the ministry and his office, 
which is part of the Finance Min- 
istry. 

At commercial rates the global 
coverage of private drivers respond- 
ing to the Transport Minister's call 


to pick up passengers during the 
strike would have cost a very large 
sum, insurance experts say. They 
did not volunteer an estimate of 
what the cost per day would have 
been. 

The Karnit fund was established 
about 10 years ago to cover damage 
caused by hit-and-rum or uninsured 
drivers. It is fed by an 0.8 per cent 
contribution by all tasurance com- 
panies on the car insurance pre- 
miums they collect. With over 
IL500m. paid annually in insurance 
premiums, Karnit has ample re- 
serves.

Big drought losses seen in south

TEL AVIV.—Field crops in hundreds 
of thousands of dunams south of 
Rehovot will be written off as a total 
loss unless “considerable quantities” 
of rain—at least 50 mm.—fall with- 
in the next few days, a spokesman 
for the Agriculture Ministry said 
yesterday. 

He said more than 380,000 dunam 
of these ‘crops—grains, fodder and 
pulse—depend entirely on rain, in 
addition to some 300,000 dunam 
farmed by Beduin in the Negev. 
Only some 120,000 dunam are irriga- 
tion crops—but irrigation had to be 
stepped up to save them also, be- 
cause of the dry spell.

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THE PLO’S PATRON 


FOR SHEER CYNICISM, Abdul-Halim Khaddam's avowal of 
a Syrian “hands off’ policy towards Lebanon could not be 
bettered. 

According to the Syrian Foreign Minister, his government 
is entirely free of any responsibility for the Palestine Libera- 
tion Army troops now patrolling most of Lebanov on behalf of 
the PLO. The PLA forces are, of course, known to be Syrian 
equipped, based and commanded. They are known to have 
erossed into Lebanon in broad daylight on express orders from 
Damascus. And they are known to be staying there now 
at Syria’s insistence. Yet the Syrian minister would have the 
world believe that these activities, which had helped establish 
what Lebanese presidential aspirant Raymond Edde calls a 
Syrian “mandate” over his country, were not the work of 
Syria at all. 

Nevertheless, there may be a small kernel of truth in Mr. 
Khaddem's protestation of innocence, to the extent that there 
§s a measure of distrust between Damascus and the PLO. 
Syria is certainly eager to use the PLO in all its forms, both 
regular and irregular, for its own ends. The PLO has a place, 
aloag with Jordan and Lebanon, in the design for a Greater 
Syria, which would serve as a counterpoise to the power of 
Egypt. The sense of solitude bred in Damascus by Egypt’s 
interim agreement with Israel last September has only shar- 
pened Syrian determination to expand its alliance system, and 
to include the PLO in it. 

But Syria is not especially eager to be used by the PLO 
for its own partisan ends. Even now, when cooperation is in 
bloom — it was Syria, after all, which obtained a hearing for 
the PLO before the Security Council:— a very tight rein is 
being kept on all PLO groups inside Syria, and across the 
border in Lebanon, lest they begin to run wild. Surely it is no 
accident that the long-mooted unified Syrian-PLO command 
still has not come into being, although a complementary Syrian- 
Jordanian command is already in operation. 

Apparently, while PLO chief Yasser Arafat is working hard 
for Hafez Assad in the streets of Beirut, his heart still belongs 
to Anwar Sedat — or rather to Egypt. The PLO’s relentless 
verbal assault on the interim agreement has caused a rupture 
with Egypt, but not a complete break. As some PLO leaders 
told Sadat — according to his testimony — although they are 
geographically tied to Syria, politically they owe allegiance to 
Egypt. 

Sadat for his part has taken pains to cultivate the PLO's 
support despite the acerbity. His differences with Assad, he 
has been trying to explain, are over tactics, not strategy. On 
the Palestinian issue, too, he favours the Kissinger step-by- 
step approach which, with U.S. help, will slowly, but surely, 
bring the PLO to its cherished goal. Storming the way to U.S. 
recognition via the Security Council — if that was the pur- 
pose — was inadvisable because, as he has now revealed in 
the interview to “Al Hawadeth,” Sadat had already received 
“more than a pledge” of such eventual recognition. 

The existence of an American undertaking to this effect 
need not be doubted merely on the ground that Israel was 
not privy to it. Just as we may have overestimated Syria's 
commitment to the PLO, so we may have underestimated 
Egypt's continuing commitment — and Egypt's ability to induce 
the U.S. to underwrite it. The lesson for Israel, though, is not 
that the interim agreement was a mistake. It is rather that, 
if the establishment of a PLO state is to be prevented, another 
way must be found to solve the Palestinian problem. 

King Hussein's decision, yesterday, to resurrect his pre- 
Rabat parliament, which had an equal representation of Hast 
and West Bankers, points to such a way, which Prime Minister 
Rabin in his own fashion has already indicated he was wil- 
ling to explore. There are dangers in such exploration, but 
there are even greater dangers in a refusal to embark upon it. 


ISRAEL PRESS Sas 
‘Some substance to Sadat’s claim’ 


M4’ARIV (independent) pounces on 
the Egyptian President's statement, 
to the effect that the U.S. Secretary 
of State had promised him U.S. 
recognition of the PLO. The paper 
comments that such a secret com- 
mitment, if there is in fact one, con- 
stitutes a.grave breach of faith vis-a- 
vis Israel — while if no such commit- 
ment exists, President Sadat's claim 
represents an Egyptian attempt to 
disrupt Israel-U.S. relations. In 
elther case, the paper contends, an 
unequivocal American clarification 
is called for, ‘even if this is liable to 
harm the newly established 
amicable relations between 
Washington and Cairo."’ Remarking 
that the U.S. Secretary of State had 
undoubtedly given President Sadat 
certain promises — ‘'that was how 
he secured his trust and friendship" 
-- and wondering whether these alao 
ineluded a commitment that the U.S. 
would recognize the PLO as the sole 
representative of the Palestinians, 
the paper concludes: ‘‘Only 
Bissinger himself can provide an 
authoritative answer, and he is duty- 
bound to do so — for the sake of 
veracity, trust and the good relations 
between Israel and the U.S.” 


YEDIOT AHARONOT {indepen- 
dent) — summed up — tends to 
believe President Sadat's assertion, 
and sees Israel as always having to 
defray the cost of the Kissinger 
policy. 

HA’ARETZ (independent) agrees it 
is “unlikely that President Sadat 
would have publicly referred to a 
specific U.S, undertaking if this were 
liable to get him involved in a denial 
from Washington.” It is therefore 


likely, the paper believes, that such. 
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an unde: was actually given, 
though probably with certain 
modifications. Referring to U.S. 
moves at the United Nations, the 
paper points out that, while.the veto 
‘was undoubtedly a gain for Israel, it 
was preceded by the Security Coun- 
cil’s unanimous invitation to the 
PLO to participate in its debate, i.e., 
with U.S. approval as well. “While 
the U.S. is not prepared to accept the 
PLO of the Rabat conference for- 
mula, it would be prepared to do soif 
it recognized Israel. Israel will have 
to face this trend in U.S. policy.” 
DAVAR (Histadrut), commenting 
on the resignation of the U.S. Am- 
bassador to the U.N., says ‘Israel 
sincerely regrets Daniel Moynihan's 
resignation. There have been few 
U.S. diplumats who, in presenting the 
policies and ‘intereste of their 
country, have so forcefully 
presented the Israeli argument. 
However, it would be an over- 
simplification to maintain that he 
resigned as a result of his pro-Israel 
stand at the United Nations, as this 
was only a part (though a 
dramatic one) -of his stand as 
Washington's diplomatic represen- 
tative. Even before his appointment, 
he consistently advocated the U.S. 
taking a bold stand against the Third 
World anti-U.S. states whose voting 
power at the U.N. does not reflect 
their rea} strength. Moynihan had 
good reason to belive that, when the 
President appointed him, he was 
backing him in this attitude.” 
Referring to criticism of Moynihan 
from State Department circles, the 
paper doubts whether he was forced 
to resign, believing it more likely 
that he hopes to pursue a political
